E.M.S.  ANNEXE. 

On  August  11th,  1944,  half  of  the  old  hospital  building 
in  Trinity  Avenue,  which  had  long  been  kept  in  readiness  as  an 
Annexe  under  the  Emergency  Medical  Services,  was  opened  to 
admit  twenty-five  patients  evacuated  from  a  London  County 
Council  Hospital.  The  Annexe,  although  for  the  most  part 
staffed  by  London  County  Council  Nursing  Staff,  is  adminis¬ 
tered  by  the  main  hospital.  These  patients  will  remain  until 
sanction  is  given  by  the  authorities  for  their  return  to  London. 


HOUSE  SURGEON. 


The  Hospital  has  been  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  a  House  Surgeon,  and  his  assistance  greatly  lightens 
the  duties  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff.  Dr.  Berry,  who 
filled  the  post  for  six  months,  has  recently  been  succeeded  by 
Dr.  A.  M.  Sebelgi. 


NURSES’  HOME  EXTENSION. 

Every  possible  endeavour  has  been  made  by  the  Board 
of  Management  to  obtain  sanction  for  the  much-needed  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  Nurses’  Home.  Plans  for  an  additional  block  of 
twelve  bedrooms  have  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
Welsh  Board  of  Health,  but  priority  cannot  be  allowed  until 
the  need  for  building  repairs  in  the  South  lessens. 

BUILDING  FUND  DEBT. 

It  wrill  he  seen  from  the  accounts  that  the  debt  on  the 
Building  Fund  stands  at  £3,384  16s.  6d.  After  transferring 
the  year’s  excess  of  income  over  expenditure,  together  with 
bank  charges,  the  amount  is  further  reduced  to  £1,486  3s.  3d. 
During  the  coming  year  it  should  be  possible  to  clear  the  hos¬ 
pital  of  debt,  and  it  will  also  be  necessary  to  raise  funds  for 
the  Nurses’  Home  extension. 


LEGACIES.

17s.  IcL,  and  this  valuable  amount  has  been  responsible  for  the 
substantial  reduction  in  the  Building  Fund  debt.

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 


The  Government’s  White  Paper  for  a  National  Health 
Service  has  evoked  wide  interest,  and  their  request  for  con¬ 
structive  criticism  has  met  with  ready  response.  There  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  wholehearted  approval  of  the  Government’s  aim, 
but  doubt  as  to  the  methods  whereby  it  is  proposed  to  achieve 
it. 

The  main  body  of  criticism  is  directed  at  the  proposals 
for  administration  and  finance.  As  regards  local  organisation, 
the  White  Paper  proposes,  that  all  administrative  responsibil¬ 
ity  should  be  vested  in  combinations  of  two  or  more  local 
authorities  to  be  known  as  “joint  authorities.’’  It  is  also  pro¬ 
posed  that  each  joint  authority  should  own  the. municipal  hos¬ 
pitals  in  its  area.  The  joint  authority  may  consult  the 
hospitals  and  other  expert  opinion  if  so  desired. 

The  Central  Bureau  of  Hospital  Information  has  re¬ 
viewed  in  an  interesting  survey,  the  opinions  published  by  the 
various  official  bodies  who  will  he  required  to  deal  with  the 
provisions  of  the  scheme.  There  is  general  agreement  that  the 
first  essential  is  right  planning,  and  that  the  planning  bodies 
should  be  representative  of  the  local  authorities,  the  voluntary 
hospitals  and  the  medical  profession.  The  Government’s 
proposal  that  the  local  authorities  should  have  the  sole  respon¬ 
sibility  for  planning  has,  been  criticised  on  several  grounds. 

The  War  Emergency  and  Public  Health  Committee 
of  the  County  Council’s  Association  suggest  that  areas  larger 
than  those  of  the  proposed  joint  authorities  are  desirable. 
They  suggest  some  twelve  or  thirteen  planning  authorities  for 
the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  to  consist  of  representatives 
of  the  administering  authorities,  the  medical  profession,  the 
universities,  the  voluntary  hospitals  and  other  bodies. 

The  British  Medical  Association  suggest  Regional 
Councils  not  necessarily  conterminous  with  local  authority 
boundaries;  these  Councils  to  be  representative  of  local  author¬ 
ities,  the  medical  profession  and  other  vocational  interests, 
and  voluntary  hospitals,.  Their  function  should  be  “  to  advise 
the  Minister  on  the  planning  of  all  hospital  and  health  services 
in  the  region  and  on  the  disposition  of  centrally  provided 
moneys.” 

The  British  Hospitals  Association  recommend  the 
setting  up  of  Regional  Hospital  Councils,  to  which  should  he 
attached  a  Regional  Medical  Advisory  Committee.  The  Coun¬ 
cils,  which  should  consist  primarily  of  equal  representation 
from  the  local  authorities  and  the  voluntary  hospitals,  together 
with  representatives  of  the  consultant  services,  should  he  re¬ 
sponsible  for  planning  in  detail  the  hospital,  consultant  and 
specialist  services  for  their  areas.  Further,  the  area  within 


which  the  service  is  to  be  co-ordinated  should  be  of  sufficient 
size  to  make  this  feasible,  and,  except  where  it  is  geographic¬ 
ally  impossible,  should  be  based  on  at  least  one  teaching 
hospital  or  centre. 

King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  for  London  recommend 
division  of  the  country  into  12  or  14  large  regions,  each  region 
to  contain  a  number  of  areas  according  to  the  size  of  the  popula¬ 
tion.  They  emphasize  that  wherever  possible  the  region 
should  he  based  upon  a  University  Teaching  Hospital.  For 
each  Region  there  should  he  a  Regional  Hospitals  Council,  and 
attached  to  this  a  Medical  Advisory  Committee.  The  Council 
should  be  eually  representative  of  the  voluntary  hospitals  and 
the  local  authorities. 

One  of  the  main  difficulties  presented  by  the  proposed 
'  Joint  authority  ”  areas,  therefore,  appears  to  be  the  impos¬ 
sibility  of  co-ordinating  the  services  within  the  suggested 
framework.  The  influence  of  the  University  Teaching  Hos¬ 
pital  would  be  lacking  and  the  complete  consultant  and 
specialist  services  and  full  hospital  services  which  should  be 
based  on  the  Teaching  Hospital,  wonlcl  not,  in  most  cases, 
be  contained  in  so  small  an  area.  The  necessity  for  the 
creation  of  larger  planning  bodies  covering  a  wider  area  is 
apparent,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  major  local 
authorities,  the  doctors  and  the  voluntary  hospitals  are  in 
agreement  as  to  the  advantage  of  planning  bodies  upon  which 
all  three  parties  are  adequately  represented  and  as  members,  of 
which  they  could  meehand  deal  with  their  own  area  problems 
around  a  common  table. 

The  review  made  by  the  Central  Bureau  also  states 
that  the  problem  of  maldistribution  of  doctors  will  be  solved  in 
part  by  the  appointment  of  consultants  and  specialists  to  small 
groups  of  hospitals  having  liaison  with  the  key  teaching  hos¬ 
pital,  and  in  part  by  the  fact  that  future  economic  conditions 
will  necessitate  payment  of  all  members  of  hospital  medical 
staff.  There  is  general  agreement  among  the  three  principal 
parties  on  these  matters  relating  to  the  appointment  and  pay¬ 
ment  of  hospital  consultant  and  specialist  staff,  and  it  is  there¬ 
fore  considered  that  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  maldistri¬ 
bution  becomes  one  of  proper  planning,  combined  with  the 
recruitment  of  additional  numbers  of  doctors  trained  as  special¬ 
ists. 

Whatever  the  developments  of  the  future  may  be,  it 
is  hoped  that  hospitals  may  retain  their  individual  freedom, 
their  right  to  make  decisions  and  their  right  to  act  swiftly  and 
independently  in  view  of  the  constant  state  of  urgency  and 
emergency  which  is,  in  the  nature  of  hospital  work.
